Because of the 
congested nature of the centres hit 
during yesterday's ratd, the casual- 
tles were only slightly lower than 
the 2,000 men, women and children 
dead and injured on the previous 
day, 


Perched within a hundred yards of 
a Chinese anti-aircraft battery. 
American news-reel men and [ were 
the only occupants of the roof of the 
Ot Kwan Hotel, Cuanton's tallest 
building, during yesterday's raid. 

The whole tragedy was unfolded 
before our eyes. From our vantige 
point above the fourteenth fluor we 
watched 23 Japuncse bombers, fly- 
ing In relays, power-dive from 12,000 
to 6,000 feet and release their 
deadly missiles, 

The bombs scemed to 
impetus as they fell. A moment at 
suspense and then the earth seemed 
to shaise and rise. Sight beat sound 
by a few seconds, and the cyes were 
filled with the indescribable horror 
of thousnnds of tons of debris and 
humanity thrown bodily into the alr 
before the dull, muffled roar renched 
the cars,

Hankow, June 5. 

The allegation attributed by 
Chinese to Japanese propagand- 
ists to the effect that Chinese 
mobile units have been ordered 
to “kill all foreigners in the 
occupied areas” is indignantly 
denied by the Chinese military 
spokesman here. : 


"It ln inconceivable,” he sald, “that 
any nation desiring forelgn support 
should resort to this dublous method 
of achieving thls end. 


“This is a patent lic, dwiigned to 
nliennte foreign sympathy from 
counteract the 
strong renction aroused by the 
numerous Japanese outrages iguinst 
‘foreign Lives and property. 

“A third possible motive," the 
spokesman continued, “Is the desire 
of the Jnpanecse military to furnish 
u pretext for their stern refusal to 
allow forelgners to return to the 
occupied areas.” 

Commenting on- the Japanese 

reference to “the hearty co-operation 
between Catholics and the Japanese 
Army which is alleged to haye arous~ 
ed the Chinese desire to Kill al for- 
elgners,” the Chinese spokesman said 
the Japonese had certainly had an 
extritordinary method of rewarding 
co-operation. ..

Apricot & Pineapple 


This makes on dellcfous fruity 
change for tea, and tt Js a good 
“Keeper.” 


Ingredients: 1lb. dried apricote, 
4lb. preserving sugar, llb, crushed 
pincapple, 3 pints of water and 
pincapple juice, the rind and Juice 
of three lemons, 

Method: Wash the dried apri- 
cots ond soak them in the cold 
water for at lenst 24 hours, with 
the pincapple julee, Put into ao 


USEFUL TO 
KNOW 


A SHABBY leather suit-casc can 
bo made to look quite smart if 
it Is rubbed over with the well- 
beaten white of an cys. Then polish 
with beeswox and turpentine. For 
the final polish, use o soft cloth and 
plenty of “elbow-arense.” 


Always iron lace and embroldery 
on the wrong side ond use a thick 
flannel pad to raise the pattern. 


Cheese will not xo mouldy if the 
cut part is rubbed with butter and 
the cheese. wrapped in white paper.

Ingredients; 21%, 
eruahed pinenpple, 1 orange, rind nnd 
juice, 3 Jemona, 24 pints wnter anc 
pincapple juice, lb, almonds, pwcct, 
4ib, preserving sugar, Ub, dried 
apricots, 

Methed: Waosh the jars and dry 
them carefully, have them ready on 
the table near the stove, 

Wash and soak the apricots in cold 
water for 24 hours at Jenst, Put them 
into a pan with the pineapple Julce, 
the orange and lemon rind, and 
simmer for about two hours, until the 
fruit is very tender, 

Add tho crushed pineapple, almonds, 
orange Jutco and Iemon juice. Stir in 
tho warmed sugar, bring to the boll, 
and botl.and stir until o little will set 
when tested. 

Pot and cover immediately, Store In 
n cool, dry place, 

This preserve will keep indefinitely. 


Steamed Pudding 


An apricot pudding Is. antisfying, 
especlaily if served with custard. 

Ingredients are: 2b, suct crust rolled 
out thin, 40% dried apricots, loz, 
chopped and blanched almonds, 402. 
sugar, water, 

Method; Sonk the apricots In ] of a 
pint of cold water overnight. Linc 
a farge pudding basin with the suct 
crust, leaving a piece for the top of the 
nudding. 

“Place in it the soaked apricots and 
sugar, molsicn tho edges, and cover 
with suct crust to ft the top of the 
basin. 

Pinch the edges together, place a 
piece of greased paper over the top, 
and steam for two hours, 

Turn out and serve with an Apricot 
Snuce, mado ns follows: 

Blend n tablespoonful of cornflour 
with a Iitlle of the water the apricots 
were soaked in. Boll the remainder of 
the water and pour on to the blended 
cornftour, stirring nil the time. 

Return to the saucepan, boll and stir 
until it thickens. Pour into a hot 
tureen and add the blanched and 
thinly spiked almonds. Serve with the 
pudding.

Twelve-year-old Princess Elizabeth automatically be- 
comes queen-ruler of England at the exact moment her 
father, King George VI. ceases to be king.

So far an anyone can foretell only

the throne, and presumably not for 
many years to come at that, but the 
constitutional Jaw ulso appifes should 
he abdicate, or is declared incapn- 
teitated for any reason, such af 
‘M-health. 


WOULD AUTOMATICALLY 
BE QUEEN 


It docs not matter how, when or 
where the King should die. He 
might fall from hin horse and break 
his neck in (ndin; he might de killed 
{n a ’plane crash In Australia; or he 
might be assassinated on the Con- 
tinent. Elizabeth might be thousands 
of miles away at the time, But at’ 
the accepted moment at which he died, | 
‘Elizabeth would automatically be 
‘Queen, and history would record it 
as the hour and day of her acces- 
ston. 

Formal proclamations, signifying 
the people's mecep tance und the 
-eoronation, signifying the Church's 
acceptance, would come Inter, but 
from thot split second when King 
‘George breathes his Inst, Elzabcth 
Is henceforth Queen Elizabeth IL, 
‘ruler of the greatest empire the 
‘world Js ever likely to know. 

But should Elizabeth become queen 
before she reaches her mafsority—18 
years in the case of roynlty—she' 
would be queca in name only untll 
her 48th birthday, April 21, 1944. 
She could slgn no bills, exercise no 
royal prerogatives, or take any part 
in the affairs of State. 

_ In fact, except for changing her 
title, Elizabeth’s Ife. would not be 
altered ona jot.

OMecers of arms, in mediaeval 
tabards and three-cornered hats, 
attended by trumpcters and heralds, 
take part in the ceremony.

EYE-WITNESS TELLS 
OF CANTON HORROR 


(Continucd from Page }.) 


Japanese ean claim the ney were 
ombing military objectives. 

or the 46 bombs dropped yester- 
day, one completed tho destruction 
of the Wongsha Railway district, 
terminus of tho Canton-Hankow 
Line, Tho remaining 45 bombs fell 
on crowded civilian arcas, somo far 
distant from the objcctives claimed 
as of milltacy Importance by the 
Japanese, 

1 wan tnken to the ruins of three 
schools, bencath one of which still 
Ile the bodies of half a dozen 
children, 

For three hours I helped Red Cross 
workers and soldiers to frantlenlly 
burrow through fificen feet of debris 
to oan 18-ycar-old Chincse — girl, 
miraculously uninjured In a three- 
storeyed tenement bullding which 
buricd 60 people. 


Frantic Father Works 


The girl calmly directed the opera- 
lions as we neared her, Her fnther. 
blood still oozing from a bandaged 
wound in his head, frantically tore 
nt the rubble of stone and masonry, 
erying bitterly because his wife and 
two sons atlll Jay bencath the rulns, 

T saw Red Cross workers tearing 
frantically at debris to reach another 
Chinese, buried in the ruins of a 
building which collapsed Jess than 
n block away, His crica grew fainter 
nnd fainter, and then finally ceased, 
When he no longer cried out for help, 
the Red Cross workers desisted in 
thelr efforts. There were too many 
urgent cascs elsewhere to waste long 
hours in searching for o man who 
waa either unconscious or dend. 

ft snw a Chinese woman with au 
Infant still strapped to her back. 
The infant was quite dend, but the 
mother was still alive, moaning 
feebly. 


Baby Cries For Cat 


A bnby cricd justly besides the 
body of a dend cat—Its playmate. 
The child could not possibly know 
that It was the only survivor of a 
fumily of eight, It was toddling in 
the narrow strect, chasing the cat, 
when Its home rocked to destruction 
and burled the 24 inmates. 

I was token to the Munte!pal 
Hospital, where 160 civilians lic 
wounded, The normal cnupacity of 
the hospital.is 50, and only the most 
urgent cases needing immediate 
operations are admitted, I saw a 
70-ycar-old woman, white-halred and 
anacmic, with the shadow of death 
on her face. She lost both of her 
legs in Soturday’s raid. There are 
no wounded soldiers in this hospital. 
They ‘are all” civillans—civillans 
without Ilmbs, civillans with — their 
bodies smashed almost beyond re- 
cognition—children who have lost 
thelr eycs, women with thelr faces 
missing, men with their bodies burnt 
binck, 7 

I counted 24 broken and lifeless 
bodies, brought out from the wreck- 
age of one tenement within an hour 
of the bombing. . 


Heroic Rescue Workers’. 


The heroism of the Chinese Red 
Cross workers and Boy Scouts ts one 
of the really mognificent things of 
this barbarism that has come to 
Canton. Before thie’ dust settles 
they are tearing away at the debris, 
bringing succour, to the wounded and 
laying out the dead, English Sal- 
vation Army * officials ond doctorr 
confirmed to me the report that 
the Japanese during past week, twice 
power-dived and = machine-gunned 
these humanitarlans as they worked 
among the ruins of buildings bombed 
half an hour previously. Eleven Boy 
Scouts and 21 Red Cross workers have 
died in this manner. 

Etght English ladies, an American, 
on Australlan and a German, who 
comprise the foreign section of the 
Canton branch of the Salvation Army, 
are on the fleld with the vanguard of 
Red Cross workers. They, also, 
were machine-gunned as they worked, 
fortunately without casualties, . 

The Salvation Army home has been 
evacuated because it has twice been 
bombed. 


Red Crosses Painted Out 


I was shown the wreckage of two 
hospitals. Once upon a_ time 
enormous Red Crosses were painted 
on the roofs of Canton’s hospitals, 

* because International Law decreed 
that they were. places of refuse for 
_ the dying and the wounded, But on 
Friday the Red Crosses were painted 
;out, The Chinese believe that the 
>’ Japanese are using ,the prominent 
signs.os sighters for | thelr ‘bombs, 
What do the Japanese hope to achieve 
from these indiscriminate raids on 
unprotected Canton? I saw no signs 
; of panic, untess the jostling of a few. 
hundred people: entering air, ratd 
shelters could be called pantie. ; 
‘ As bombs dropped on the clty, 
Fickshiaw coolles still plicd their trade, 
and there) was’. no. appreciable 
dropping off (in pedestrian 
Vehicular. traMe ;.wns, of course,

She was planned as 
a sister-ship to the Egret, to be 
launched on May 31 at Cowes, but js 
being fitted for use as a surveying 
ship, and will therefore curry only 
one small gun in place of the cight

The Aucklund is due for delivery 
about November next. The change 
of name from Heron, which was made 
last year, no doudt indicates the 
locality in which she will be employ- 
ed, A Inter ship, the Pelican, laid 
down in September last by Messrs.

Brazil Stop 
Cotton Sales 
To Germany 


Rio de Janciro, June 5, 

Brazil has stopped her cotton 
exports to Germany, made under a 
system of barter, under which 63,000 
tons were annually shipped. 

It fs understood the action srose 
out of reports that Germany was 
re-cxporting the cotton at a high gold 
price. 

Observers point out that the im- 
mediate problem for Brazil is to find 
another market if German purchases 
cease, while it is anticipated stronger 
efforts will be made to sell to Britain 
and Japan.—Reuter.

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WHO SHOULD RUN

His only a question of time 
until the Canadian National 
Railway system is absorbed by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, in 
the view of many of the leaders 
in Canadian public life. ‘This 
problem of the Dominion is one 
not generally understood outside 
its borders and one which has 
very tittle apparent interest to 
an outsider, But the faet is 
that it merits a little study, for 
here, it seems, is a perfect 
example of the advantages of 
private as opposed to public 
ownership oof transportation 
systems, The experience of 
Canadidns with their national 
railway has not been happy. It 
has cost them many millions of 
dollars annually. It has never 
made a profit. Not even the 
frenius of Sir Henry Thornton, 
directing the affairs of the vast 
network of railroads owned by 
the Government, could get it 
“out of the red’, much less pay 
onything towards reduction of 
its cnermous indebtedness. So 
it would appear, on the face of 
things, either that .a national 
railway is not good business or 
else that Canadians lack some-| 
thing essential in the organisa- 
tion of profitable transportation. 
To the latter suspicion the 
Canadian Pacific system pro- 
vides an answer. There is prob- 
ably not a more efficiontly run 
organisation anywhere. Its ser- 
vice is beyond reproach. But, 
the Canadian National 
railway is every bit as comfort- 
able, every bit as fast, and every 
bit as well cquipped and 
organised, Why, then, does one 
line make money and the other 
lose every year? [It is a 
problem which has worried 
Canadinn experts for many 
years.’ In the first place the 
Canadian National started out as 
a .Government-owned enterprise 
under the handicap of a 
heavy indebtedness. Secondly, 
it was running in opposition to a 
line whose reputation was that 
no system in the world surpassed 
it. Thirdly, tho Canadian 
National was tapping new terri- 
tory, and whereas Canada had 
developed along the line of steel 
that is the C.P.R, and con- 
sequently fed that company, tho 
C.N.R. either had to serve the 
new, raw north and. west, .or 
else come into direct and close 
competition in centres where the 


‘older line was already so well 


established. It did both, More- 
over, the C.N.R. could not afford 
the time to’ build up slowly, for 
in order to compete at all it had 
to offer at Icast equal quality 
service to that of its competitor. 
And so public ownership failed 
to make much of a. showing—in 
figures. However, it is'a fact 
that opponents of amalgamiation 
have argued, that the country is 
bound to grow in time to an ex- 
tent sufficient to support both 
railronds, . ‘even’. where! their

Superior people often say that 
the English don’t know how 
to enjoy their holidays, Yet 
prior to the intensive. com-

Under 
the C.P.R, there would be none 
of that. If Sir Edward Beatty, 
President of the C.P.R., thinks 
he can do it, it would be a good 
thing for Canada to put the 
running of its line into the hands 
of this private company whose 
experience assures at least as 
satisfactory a service as is pro~- 
vided at present and, according 
to Sir Edward, a profitable one. 
Canada cannot afford to experi- 
ment any longer with’ the 
Canadian National railway. It 
is costing the taxpayers ‘millions. 
From the standpoint of an out- 
aide observer it would appear 
elementary that the Government 
should jump’ at the chance to 
shed this responsibility; but be- 
cause the line is valuable to 
political parties there is opposi- 
tion to this plan, and the mere 
fact that the C.P.R. seems will- 
ing to take over probably causes 
certain suspicious persons to be- 
Heve that the valuo of the rail- 
way has not been properly ap- 
preciated by its present owners. 
That is just possible, but docs 
not enter. the calculation, 
obviously. The C.P.R. will not 
transplant the ratlway if it gets 
it finally.. The line will continue 
to serve Canadians, :

In 
this article, the wri- 
ter traces the history 
of the ‘seaside resort 
until to-day when it 
has become the fa- 
vourite rendezvous 
of England's holiday- 
makers. 


free and happy, with the pil- 
grim’s staff and wallet—the 
round-trip season tick: , of those 
days—and tramp or ride in 
great companies to Our Lady’s 
Shrine at Walsingham or Can- 
terbury or some other famous 
resort or pilgrimage. 


After the Reformation, when 
the days of pilgrimage came to 
an end and the holy wells and 
springs were voted idolatrous, 
Maglish doctors found an excuse 
tor new pilgrimages by pre- 
tending that the waters were 
medicinal. In the seventeenth 
century England possessed hun- 
dreds of inland watering-places 
where people cume for their 
health and paid exorbitant 
prices for lodgings. 

The most famous of these was 
Bath, where the waters rose 
bubbling hot and tasted “like 
the water that boils eggs.” 
Here the English first acquired 
their love of bathing, solemnly 
going into the water dressed in 
stiff yellow canvas garments 
which, when submerged, blew 
out like balloons, “so that your 
shape is not seen.” 

The bath was 
male and female 
separate Lhe sexes, 
bathers were carried to their 
lodgings in a sedan chair, 
wrapped in a sheet and sweating 
profusely, 

It was not till the eighteenth 
eentury that our ancestors first 
realised the possibilities of the 
sea ag an excuse for an annual 
holiday. Searborough became 
famous about the time that 
Britons began to sing, “Rule, 
Britannia.” Weymouth was 
made by King George II who 
went there regularly for its sea 
bathing, 

His son, the Prince Regent, 
crowned the vogue by making 
a Sussex fishing village, called 
Brighthelmstone, into the 
fashionable watering-place of 
Brighton. All who could afford 
to do so followed his example.

By 1816 the seaside resort 
was an established institution. 
Before me is a book published 
in that year entitled “A Guide 


patrolled by 
guides to 
Afterwards 


to all the Watering and -Sea- 
Lakes.” ‘It mentions not only 
Brighton, Margate, Weymouth 
and Scarborough, but Bognor, 
Broadstairs,’ Cromer, Dawlish, 
Eastbourne, Hastings, Ifra- 
combe, Ramsgate, Southend, 
Teignmouth and Yarmouth, and, 
what is even more astonishing, 
that last word in modernity, 
Blackpool, which is described as 
an “abode of Hygeia.” 

The book gives some interest- 
ing details about bathing, 
Brighton the gentlemen resorted 
to machines on the weat side of 
the town and-the ladies on the 
east. “Thus public decency is 
preserved, without which no 
well-bred society can exist.” 

At Blackpool. where the sexes 
shared the same machines a bell 
was rung at the hour set apart 
for Indies. If after that any 
gentleman was seen on the 
parade he forfeited a bottle of

But lately our old Engtish 
joie de vivre hus begun to 
reassert itself, To-day, as the 
speed-boats fly through the surf 
and, streamers and brightly 
coloured bathing dresses gleam 
in the sunshine, one can fancy 
oneself for a moment back in 
Merry England. 

A modern watering - place 
offers its clients a prent denl 
more than the sea. There are 
so many fine shops; cinemas, 
bandstands, floodlit — bathjng- 
podls, amusement parks, winter 
vardens, and hotels that even 
the ocean has to take a back 
place. As in the Queen Mary, 
one knows that it is some. 
where near, but it is possible 
to pass one’s time ver, agrec- 
ably without seeing) much of it. 

Both for grown-ups — and 
children, the seaside ia a far’ 
more amusing place than it was 
twenty or thirty years ago. 
There is more to do, more free-. 
dom, more gaiety, more bright- 
ness, and more cameradcrie, To- 
‘day a good English seaside re- 
sort is as gay as any but the 
smartest continental plages (and 
far gayer, in my experience, 
than most of the lesser ones} 
and a great deal more clean and 
tidy. 

A year ago I watched the 
Bank Holiday crowds at a- 
famous watering-place.

Over 70 men have lost their lives as the result of an explosion at the Mark- 
ham Colliery, of the Staveley Coal and Iron Co., Limited, at Duckmanton, five miles 
from Chesterfield, shortly before 6 o’clock yesterday morning.

Others were obviously 
beyond help More rescuers were 
by now below ground, and as they 
felt fresh alr they split up into 
parties to expedite the search,  Pre- 
sently Colledge and bis mate noticed 
(that their canary had dropped dead, 
and they did nut venture further, 
»Owilng to the gas they felt) them- 
selves staggering dike drunken men, 
and they had to drop on their hands 
and knees and craw) a large port 
of the way back to the pit bottom. 
They then collapsed and were taken 
to hospital. 

The men on the shift who were 
overtiken by the explosion were 
nearty all in’ the retum = airway, 
which recelved the full blast of gas 
fand smoke, and this accounts for the 
heavy casualties, Very few of them 
were able to reach the main travel- 
ling road, which they are not norm- 
ally allowed to use on thelr way to 
and from the shaft. Those who did 
so found It clearer. . 

Arther Hodgkinson, of Whittington 
Moor, near Chesterfeld, 9 ripper, 
was another whose story I obtained. 
He had been engaged last night with 
timber Instend of on his ordinary 
work, and had finished and was 
making his way to the pit bottom, a 
distance of ubout a mile, when the 
explosion occurred. The blast blew 
his tin helmet off and his shovel out 
of his hand, and he was foreed 
against the wall. He did not lose 
consclousness, however, and noticed 
that the alr ventilation system hnd 
reversed its direction’ and that the 
current was facing him, Instead of 
being at his back. He knew, there- 
fore, that if he tried to get out by 
the ordinary way he would get into 
black damp and would probably be 
KiNed, He decided to try to pet out 
by the maln travelling road, and by 
ft he made: bis way safely to the 
bottom of the shaft turning back to 
recover his forgotten coat. In mak- 
Ing this detour he noticed nine dead 
bodies. He also encountered 2 man 
staggering wlong with a muffler over 
his head, who said to him, pointing 
to the dead men: “They are. all 
goners,” He then found that the man 
was a friend of his named George 
Davidson, and he half-dragged and 
half-carried him to the bottom of 
the shoft, . 


PIT 709 YARDS DEEP 


This pit 1s 700 yards deep, nnd is 
one of the deepest in the North Notts 
and Derbyshire coalfleld.

REFUGEE 
CAMP 
SCHEME 
VETOED 


I, is unofficially but reliably 
understood that Government has 
vetoed a plan, conceived by 4 
group of private individuals in 
YWongkong, to set up a Refugees 
Camp between Hunghom and 
Kowloon City. 


It was orlginally planned to pro- 
vide accommodation under tents on 
a large plece of ground near Hung- 
hom for approximately 5,000 Canton 
refugees. They were also to have 
been fed, and a group of sacial work- 
crs had completed the arrangements, 
when it was learned that Govern- 
ment had decided against the 
scheme, 


The plan aimed ot assisting the 
women and children refugees from 
stricken Canton, but It is understood 
that os an alternative efforts are now 
being made to find dwelling houses 
for these people. 


The sponsors of the scheme have 
been in close contact throughout with 
the Hongkong Government, and in- 
dications were that the plan would 
materialise. However, it was learn- 
ed to-day that Government had de- 
clded against it, and -had intimated 
its desire that the refugees should, 
instead, be found accommodation In 
dwelling houses.

New Territories 
Agricultural Assn. 
Aims Outlined 


There was a large attendance at 
the yearly mecting of the New 
Territories Agricultural Association 
held at Faniing last week. The Chair 
was occupied by Mr. H.R. Wells and 
among the others present were 
Messrs. C. Tetzel, Fung Ki Cheuk, J. 
D. Bush, Tang Wei Tong, Tong Pak 
Kau, Chlu Kain To, Leung Tak, K. 
L. Lung, Pang Kuen, Cheung Chile 
Hay, Lui Lam Suen, Ltu Shau Pang, 
Wong Chung Man and Fung Fook. 


The accounts were presented by 
Mr. C. Tetzel, who sald: 


“Although donations at $2,551.57

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WHO SHOULD RUN 
THIS RAILWAY? 


It ix only a question of time 
until the Canadian National 
Railway system) is absorbed by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, in 
the view of many of the leaders 
in Canadian public fife. This 
problem of (he Dominion is one 
not sererally understood outside 
its borders and one which has 
very litde apparent interest to 
an outsider, But the fact is 
that it merits a litle study, for 
here, it) seems, is a perfect 
example of the advantages of 
private as opposed to public 
ownership of — transportation 
systems, The experience of 
Canadians with their national 
railway has not been happy. It 
has cost them many millions of 
dollars annually. Tt has never 
made a profit. Not even the 
genius of Sir Henry Thornton, 
directing the affairs of the vast 
network of railroads owned by 
the Government, could get it 
“out of the red”, much less pay 
anything towards reduction of 
its enormous indebtedness. So 
it would appear, on the face of 
things, either that a national 
railway is not good business or 
else that Canadians lack some- 
thing essential in the organis:- 
tion of profitable transportation. 
To the latter suspicion the 
Canadian Pacific system pro- 
vides an answer. There is prob- 
ably not a more efficiently run 
organisation anywhere,? Its ser- 
vice is beyond reproach. But, 
then, the Canadian National 
railway is every bit as comfort- 
able, every bit as fast, and every 
bit as well equipped and 
organised. Why, then, docs one 
line make money and the other 
lose every year? It is a 
problem which has worried 
Canadian experts for many 
years. In the first place the 
Canadian National started out as 
a Government-owned enterprise 
under the handicap of, a 
heavy indebtedness. Secondly, 
it was running in opposition to a 
line whose reputation was that 
no system in the world surpassed 
it Thirdly, the Canadian 
National was tapping new terri- 
tory, end whereas Canada had 
developed along the lino of ateel 
that is the C.P.R. and con- 
sequently fed that company, the 
C.N:R. either had to serve the 
new, raw north ‘and west, or 
else come into direct and close 
competition in centres where the 
older line was already so well 
established. .It did both. More- 
over, the C.N.R. could not afford 
the time to build up slowly, for 
in order to compete at all it had 
to offer at least equal quality 
service to that of its competitor. 
And so public ownership failed 
to make much of a showing—in 
figures, Howover, it is a fa

Superior people often say that 
the [English don’t knew how 
to enjoy their holidays. Yet

If Sir Edward Beatty, 
President of the C.P.R., thinks 
he can do it, it would be a id 
thing for Canada to i Shs 
running of its line into the hands 
of this private company whose 
experience assures at least as 
satisfactory a service as is pro- 
vided at present and, according 
to Sir Edward, o profitable one. 
Canada cannot afford to experi- 
ment any longer with the 
Canadian National railway. It 
is costing the taxpayers millions. 
From the standpoint of an out- 
side observer it ‘would appear 
elementary that the Government 
should jump at the chance to 
shed this responsibility; but be- 
cause the line is valuable to 
political parties there is opposi- 
tion to this plan, and the mere 
fact that the C.P.R. seems will- 
ing to take over probably causes 
certain suspicious persona to be- 
lieve that the value of the rail- 
way has not been properly ap- 
preciated by its present owners. 
That is just possible, but docs

O-DAY is Whit- 

Monday, and in 
England, hundreds 
of thousands of holi- 
day-makers'will trek 
to the seaside. In 
this article, the wri- 
ter traces the history 
of the seaside resort 
until to-day when it 
has become the fa- 
vourite rendezvous 
of England’s holiday- 
makers. ; 


free and happy, with the pil- 
grim’s staff and wallet—the 
round-trip season ticket of those 
days—and. tramp or ride in 
grent. companics to Our Lady’s 
Shrine at Walsingham or Can- 
terbury or some other famous 
resort or pilgrimage. 


After the Reformation, when 
the days of pilgrimage came to 
an end and the holy wells and 
springs were voted idojatrous, 
English doctors found an excuse 
for new pilgrimnges by pre- 
tending that the waters were 
medicinal. In the seventeenth 
century England possessed hun- 
dreds of inland watering-places 
where people came for their 
health and = paid exorbitant 
prices for lodgings. 

The most famous of these was 
Bath, where the waters rose 
bubbling hot and tasted “like 
the water that boils cggs.” 
Here the English first acquired 
their love of bathing, solemnly 
going into the water dressed in 
stiff yellow canvas garments 
which, when submerged, blew 
out like balloons, “so that your 
shape ia not seen.” 

The bath was

CHILDREN “ TRAPPED” IN 


HOMES 


“Parents Sign Away Their 


Freedom ” 


S6MMANY mothers are urged into unwittingly signing 
away their children’s freedom, and stigmatising 
them, perhaps for life, as mental defectives merely be- 
eause the children were backward at school.” 


Mr. W. Baker, secretary of the National Society for 
said this to a Daily Mail reporter,

The mother was advised to send her 
to the training home, but did not 
kknow it was one for mental defec- 
tives.

“Quicker medicul examination of 
the detained {s necessary, with as- 
surance that evidence of independent 
doctors would secure Immediate re= 
lease; and finally, to prevent possible 
crucity, an” independent committee 
should be sect up with power to visit 
patients in private.”

DEATH 
FOR SPIES 
IN FRANCE 


Paris, 
Espionage has Increased to 
‘such an extent In Franco thot 
capital punishment may shortly 
be reintroduced. 

The Dalaiicr Government has 
been studying the question closely, 
and-It js understood that a decree 
is In course of preparation which 
would Increase substantially the 
sentences for various forms of 
espionage. Some would entail the 


death penalty. 


It is recognised that in Germany, 
where both men and women spics 
are beheaded, espionage has been 
practically stamped out. It js felt 
that, In the Interests of national de- 
fence, more rigorous methods should 
be adopted to protect France from 
the agents of foreign Powers, 

Since 1935 all spy enses have been 
judged by military tribunals, where 
the maximum penalty is 20 years’ 
linprisonment. 

In 1032 seven cases of csplon- 
age were judged in France, in- 
volving the conviction of 13 
individuals. Two yearn later 
the number had risen to 70. Of. 
the 85 people convicted 78 were 
foreigners, 

Figures are not available for more 
recent years, but there is no doubt 
that the total is very much larger. 
One estimate gives a tenfold in- 
crease. : 

The military court at Besancon, in 
Enst France, condemned three men 
to prison for espionage. 

Georges Knochel was sentenced to 
15 years’ imprisonment for trying to 
obtain Information from an Alsatian 
about French troops stationed jn the 
region and about the  sceret staff 
code.

EYE-WITNESS TELLS 
OF CANTON HORROR 


(Continued from Page 1.) 


Japanese can claim that they were 
bombing military objectives 

Of the 46 bombs dropped yestcr- 
day, one completed the destruction 
of the Wongsha Railway district, 
terminus of tho Canton-Hankow 
Line. The remaining 45 bombs fell 
on crowded clvillan arcas, some far 
distant from tho objectives claimed 
os of military importance by the 
Japanese. 


I was taken to the ruins of three 
schools, beneath one of which still 
He the bodies of half a dozen 
children, 


For three hours I helped Red Cross 
workers and soldiers to frantically 
burrow through fifteen fect of debris 
to an. 16-year-old Chinese — girl, 
miraculously uninjured in a three- 
storeyed tenement building which 
buried 60 people. 


Frantic Father Works 


The girl calmly directed the opera- 
tlons as we neared her. Her father, 
blood stil oozing from a bandaged 
wound in his head, frantically tore 
at the rubble of stone and masonry, 
crying bitterly because his wife and 
two sons still lay benenth the ruins. 


1 saw Red Cross workers tearing 
frantically at debris to reach another 
Chinese, buried In the ruins ofa 
building which collapsed jess than 
n block away. His cries grew fainter 
and fainter, and then finally ceased. 
When he no longer cried out for help, 
the Red Cross workers desisted in 
their efforts. There were too many 
urgent cases elsewhere to waste Jong 
hours in scarching for a man who 
was either unconscious or dead. 


1 saw o Chinese woman. with an 
infant still strapped to her back. 
The Infant was quite dend, but the 
mother was still olive, moaning 
feebly. 


Baby Cries For Cat 


A baby cried lustily besides the 
body of a dead cat—its playmate. 
The child could not possibly know 
that it was the only survivor of a 
family of cight. It was toddling in 
the narrow street, chasing the cat, 
when its home rocked to destruction 
and buried the 24 inmates. 


I was taken to the Municlpal 
Hospital, where 150 clviilans He 
wounded. The normal capacity of 
the hospital ‘Js 60, and only the most 
urgent cases needing immediate 
operations are admitted. I saw a 
70-year-old woman, whiteshalred and 
nnaemie, with the shadow of death 
on her face. She Jost both of her 
legs in Saturday’s raid. There are 
no wounded soldiers in this hospital, 
They are all civillans—civilians 


without Umbs, civilians with their! 


bodies smashed almost beyond re- 
cognition—children who have Jost 
their eyes, women with thelr faces 
missing, men with their bodies burnt 
blacis. 


1 counted 24 broken and feless 
bodies, brought out from the wreck- 
age of one tenement within an hour 
of the bombing, 


Heroic Rescue Workers 


The heroism of the Chinese Rec 


Cross workers and Boy Scouts fs one 
of the really magnificent things of 
this barbarism that has come = to 
Canton. Before the dust settles 
they are tearing away at the debris, 
bringing succour to the wounded and 
laying out the dead. English Sal- 
vation Army officials and doctors 
confirmed to me the report that 
the Japanese during past week, twice 
power-dived and = machinc-gunned 
these humaniturlans as they worked 


among the ruins of buildings bombed’ 


half an hour previously. Eleven Boy 
Scouts and 21 Red)Cross avorkers have 
died in this manner, 


Eight English Indies, an American, 
an Australian and a German, who 
comprise the forcign section of the 
Canton branch of the Salvation Army, 


Red Cross workers: They, q 
were machine-gunned as they worked, 
fortunately without casualtics. 


The Salvation Army home has been 
evacuated because it has twice been 
bombed. 


Red Crosses Painted Out 


I was shown the wreckage of two 
hospitals. Once upon a, time 
enormous Red Crosses were painted 
on the roofs of Canton’s hospitals, 
because Internatlonal Law decreed 
that they were places of refuge for 
the dying nnd the wounded. But on 
Friday the Red Crosses were painted 
out. The Chinese believe that the 
Japanese are using the prominent 
signs as sighters for their bombs. 
What do the Japanese hope to achieve 
from these indiscriminate raids on 
unprotected Canton? I saw no signs 
of panic, unless the jostling of a few 
hundred people entering air rald 
shelters could be called panic. 


As bombs dropped on the city, 
rickshaw coolles still plicd their trade, 
and there was no appreciable 
dropplng off in pedestrian traffic, 
Vehicular traffic was, of ‘course, 
stopped, to make way. for the dozens 
of ambulance curs and fire engines 
elanging through the streets. 


Fear is not the reaction of the 
Chinese people. Thelr: own feeling 
is of hate.” You see it in their faces,

WHO SHOULD RUN 
THIS RAILWAY? 


It is only a question of time 
until the Canadian National 
Railway system is absorbed by 
the Canadian Pacifie Railway, in 
the view of many of the leaders 
in’ Canadian public life. This 
problem of the Dominion is one 
not genrrdly understood outside 
ity borders and one which has 
very little apparent interest to 
an outsider. But the fact. is 
that it merits a litlle study, for 
here, it seems, is a perfect 
example of the advantages of 
private as opposed to publie 
ownership of transportation 
systems, ‘The experience of 
Canadians with their national 
railway has not been happy. It 
has cost them many millions of 
dollars annually. It has never 
made a profit. Not even the 
genius of Sir Henry Thornton, 
directing the affairs of the vast 
network of railroads owned by 
the Government, could get it 
“out of the red’, much less pay 
anything towards reduction of 
its enormous indebtedness. So 
it would appear, on the face of 
things, either that a national 
railway is not good business or 
else that Canadians Jack some- 
thing essential in the organisa- 

‘/ tion of profitable transportation. 
‘To the Inatter suspicion the 
Canadian Pacific system pro- 
vides an answer. There is prob- 
ably not a more efficiently run 
organisation anywhere, Its ser- 
vice ia beyond reproach. But, 
then, the Canadian National 
railway is every bit as comfort- 
able, every bit as fast, and every 
bit as well equipped and 
organised. Why, then, does one 
line make money and the other 
lose every year? It is a 
problem which has worried 
Canadian experts for many 
years. In the "rst place the 
Canadian National started out as 
n Government-owned enterprise 
under the handicap of a 
heavy indebtedness. Secondly, 
it was running in opposition to a 
line ‘whose reputation was that 
no system in the world surpassed 
it. Thirdly, the Canadian 
National was tapping new terri- 
tory, and whereas Canada had 
developed along the line of steel 
that is the C.P.R. and . con- 
sequently fed that company, tho 
C.N.R. either had to serve the 
new, raw north and west, or 
else come into direct and close 
competition in centres where the 
older line was already so well 
established. It did both. More- 
over, the C.N.R. could not afford 
the timo to build up slowly, for 
in order to compete at all it had 
to offer at leant equal. quality 
service to that of its competitor. 
‘And so public ownership failed 
to make much of a showing—in 
figures.. However, it.is a fact

free and happy, with the pil- 
grim’s staff and wallet—the 
round-trip season ticket of those 
days—and tramp or ride in 
great companies to Our Lady’s 
Shrine at Walsingham or Can- 
terbury or some other famous 
resort or pilgrimage. 


After the Reformation, when 
the days of pilgrimage came to 
an end and the holy wells and 
springs were voted idolatrous, 
English doctors found an excuse 
for new pilgrimages by pre- 
tending that the waters were 
medicinal. In the seventeenth 
century England possessed hun- 
dreds of inland watering-places 
where people came for their 
health and paid exorbitant 
prices for lodgings. 

The most famous of these was 
Bath, where the waters rose 
bubbling hot and tasted “like 
the water that boils eggs.” 
Here the English first acquired 
their Jove of bathing, solemnly 
going into the water dressed in 
stiff yellow canvas garments 
which, when submerged, blew 
out like balloons, ‘so that your 
shape is not seen.” 

The bath was patrolled by 
male and female guides to 
separate the sexes. Afterwards 
bathers were carried to their 
lodgings in a sedan chair, 
wrapped in a sheet and sweating 
profusely. 

It was not till the eighteenth 
century that our ancestors first 
realised the possibilities of the 
sea as an excuse for an annual 
holiday. Scarborough became 
famous about the time that 
Britons began to sing, ‘Rule, 
Britannia.” Weymouth was 
made by King George II who 
went there regularly for its sea 
bathing. 

His son, the Prince Regent, 
crowned the vogue by making 
a Sussex fishing village, called 
Brighthelmstone, into the 
fashionable watering-place of 
Brighton. All who could afford 
to do so followed his example.

A modern ‘watering - place

Place. As in the Queen Mary, 
one knowa that it is some- 
where near, but it is possible 
to pass one’s time very agree- 
ably without seeing much of it.

About 5 o'clock tn the afternoon 
the first oMelal statement was sade 
by Mr. D. M, Turner, managing 
director of the Staveley Coal and Tron 
Company, Limited, as follows: 


An explosion occurred at Markham 
No. 1 Black Shale Colliery ut the 
end of the night shift shortly before 
6 o'clock this morning. 


The cause of the explosion in ot 
present unknown, and investigations 
are stl belmg made. Mr, Cook, his 
Majesty's Divistonal Inspector 
Mines, and his staff have been dowt 
the pit; also Mr. H. Hicken, secretary 
of the Derbyshire Miners’ Assocla- 
tlon. Mr, Wynne, Chief Inspector of 
Mines, is expected at the colliery this 
afternoon from London, 


Thera were approximately 1000 dn 
the pit at the thme, Forty-one cases 
have been taken to hospital, the 
mnjority of which we hope 
not be serlous. ‘Twenty-seven dend 
bodies have been recovered (5 p.m.) 
and there are still 45° persons un- 
accounetd for, Rescue operations arc 
stl proceeding. 


14 DEAD IDENTIFIED 


_ At 6.20 p.m. the following further 
official statement was issucd, dis- 
closing the full extent of the dis- 
aster: — 

The whole of the pit has now been 
examined, and all the men accounted 
for, There ts no one eft alive, and 
the total death roll is now 72. The 
rematning bodies will be got out as 
soon as possible.

This collicry is the same one where 
an explosion occurred on January 21, 
1937, with the loss of nine lives. It 
employs between 600 and 600 men 
in three shifts. The night shift of 
about 160 men was below ground, 
and the men were bout to return 
to the’ surface when the explosion 
occurred this morning at the face of 
- the black shale seam, nbout a mile 
ond oa half from the bottom of the 
shott of No, 1 Pit. Two full chairs, 
containing nbout 48 men belonging 
to this shift, who had been working 
nearer the shaft, got clear away 
uninjured, but the rest were involved 
in the explosion. 


FIRST MAN TO ESCAPE 


The men. detained at Chesterfleld 
Hospital are all suffering severely 
from burns and concussion, and their 
condition in most cases prevented 
any questioning. Few of them have 
. any. distinct recollection of what 
. hoppened, but there was onc patient

beyond help. More rescuers were 
by now below ground, and os they 
felt fresh air they split up into 
parties to expedite the search, Pre~ 
sently Colledge and his mate noticed 
that their canary had dropped dead, 
and they did not venture further, 
tOwing to the ns they felt them. 
nelves staggering: ike drunken men, 
‘und they bad to drop on their hands 
and Iknees and crawl large part 
of the way back to the pit bolton. 
They then collapsed and were taken 
,to hospital, 

The men on the shift who were 
overtaken by the explosion were 
nearly ol) jn the return alrway, 
which received the full blast of gas 
‘and smoke, and this accounts for the 
heavy casualties. Very few of them 
were able to reach the main travel- 
ling road, which they are not norm. 
ally allowed to use on thelr way to 
and from the shaft, Those who did 
so found It clearer, ” 

Arther Hodgkinson, of Whittington 
Moor, near Chesterfield, a ripper, 
was another: whose story I obtained. 
He had been engaged Jast night with 
tlmber Instend of on his ordinary 
work, and had finished and was. 
making hls way to the pit bottom, o 
distance of about a mile, when the 
explosion occurred. The blast blew 
his tin helmet off and his shovel. out 
ot his hand, and he was forced 
against the ‘vall. He did not lose 
consciousness, however, nnd noticed 
that the alr ventilation system had 
reversed {ts direction and that the 
current was facing him, instend of 
being at his back, He knew, t{here- 
fore, that if he tricd to get out by 
the ordinary way he would get into 
black damp and would probably be 
killed. He decided to try to get out 
by the main travelling, road, and by 
it he made his way safely to the 
pottom of the shaft turning back to 
recover his forgotten cont. In mok- 
Ing this detour he noticed ninc dead 
bodies. He olso encountered a man 
staggering along with a mufiler over’ 
his head, who sald to him, pointing 
to the dend men: “They are all 
goners." Ho then found that the man 
was a friend of his named George 
Davidson, and he half-drogged and: 
hnolf-carrled him to the bottom of 
the shnft. 5

Pantc-Mongers

chemical science . has told us that, 
though the invading *planes’ blacken- 
ed the sky above us, they could not 
possibly drop enough poison gas to 
have any serfous effect on London. 

Jt does not require thnt one should 
be a chemical expert to realise that 
no enemy would, be. so silly as to 
attempt that impossible task when 
it would be so much casier and safer 
to pepper London with high explo- 
sive ond Incendiary bombs, Thus 
the Doctor, like lesser living mortals, 
would be greatly puzzied to under- 
stand just why a paternal Govern-

After oll it fs true that we all “owe

be now; if it be not now, yet it will 
come.” Dr. Johnson had a great awe 
of death, but assuredly his breast 
would reject base panic. That is 
also, one fondly believes, the attitude 
of the majority of even native Lon- 
doners. One cannot answer for the 
East End aliens. yi 

It Is intriguing, on the Hghter side 
of this question, to speculate as to 
Dr, Johnson's comments when ke 
saw, having as he had an cye for a 
pretty face, some of those Streatham 
factory girls trying on the gas-masks. 
He would probably have regarded it 
os a hideous satire on twenticth- 
century ethics, ty : 

Even more devastating is the 
thought how the formidable Doctor 
himself would have looked in a gas- 
mask! Such an apparition woul 
probably have driven his faithful dis- 
ciple, ° Boswell, to strong potion. 
The sheer impossibility of the great 
lexicographer in a gas-mask is the 
criterion of. twentieth-twenty clvill- 
sation’s boasted progress. We may 
have the miracles of mechanism and 
modern scientifle research, but Dr. 
Johnson ond his contemporaries had 
the better ethics and the sounder 
outlook on Ife.
